Ruhlin,

others. 
Trainer Dalaney has little to say 
on the outcome of the battle. 
His 
reticence is attributed to his dislike 
to talk on a self-ev ident proposi­ 
tion. 
In his monologues he argues 
w ith himself from the standpoin 
that the y oung man of such build 
strength and courage as J effries is 
inv ulnerable.

speaking of the great hitting pow 
ers of Fitzsimmons.

The 
body was taken to the undertaking 
rooms of J .
